Since the time when Virgil wrote, “Jove’s own 
tree that holds the woods is awful sovereignty” 
the white 
oak has 
been a favorite tree. 
Its 
massive size, noble appearance and majestic 
beauty command respect. 
Our oaks are divided into two groups, the whites 
and the blacks, and in each group a single species 
is so named. The whites can be distinguished by 
their rounded lobes and the blacks by pointed 
lobes. 
Old journals tell of the extensive stands 
of the beautiful trees in the Ohio valley; but oaks 
grow from Maine to Minnesota and south to Flor­ 
ida and Texas. 
Commercially it is one of our most important 
trees, durable and tough grained, weighing 50 
pounds to the cubic foot. 
It has been used for 
furniture, fencing, fuel and timbers for houses 
and barns. 
In the days of sailling ships, white oak was 
widely used in vessels that sailed the seven 
seas. 
More than 196 different species of mam­ 
mals and birds feed on the nuts. 
Some 300 
species grow in the Americas of which about 
60 attain tree size. 
Oaks have been growing in the Potomac region 
for about 100,000,000 years. 
When the trees 
moved north after the last ice age, they retained 
some of their evergreen habits. 
Often leaves 
cling through the winter and fall when new buds 
push them off. 
White oaks are the monarchs of the forest. 
A 100-foot oak with its spreading crown dom­ 
inates the trees about it.

Larger issues are involved. 
A threat to the future of higher education is 
involved. 
Loss of tuition and fellowship funds is involved. 
Services of graduate students as researchers 
and teaching assistants will be lost. 
Under the new regulations graduate students, 
who complete their first year of graduate study 
or receive advanced degrees, will lose their 
deferments. 
Medical and dental students and 
others deemed to be in critical fields are ex­ 
cepted. 
The ideal draft law under present conditions 
would permit the drafting of a percentage of 
graduate students without jeopardizing the higher 
education process. 
Of course, the defense of the country should 
not be left only to non-college men or by any 
other such arbitrary formula. 
If the war needs grow grave enough it might 
become necessary to suspend graduate study 
until the crisis passes.

FOREST MONARCH 
Since the time when Virgil wrote, “ Jove's own 
tree that holds the woods is awful sovereignty" 
the 
white oak has been a favorite tree. 
Its 
m assive size, noble appearance and majestic 
beauty command respect. 
Our oaks are divided into two groups, the whites 
and the blacks, and in each group a single species 
is so named. The whites can be distinguished by 
their rounded lobes and the blacks by pointed 
lobes. 
Old journals tell of the extensive stands 
of the beautiful tre es in the Ohio valley; but oaks 
grow from Maine to Minnesota and south to Flor­ 
ida and Texas. 
Commercially it is one of our most important 
trees, durable and tough grained, weighing 50 
pounds to the cubic foot. 
It has been used for 
furniture, fencing, fuel and tim bers for houses 
and barns. 
In the days of sailling ships, white oak was 
widely used in vessels that sailed the seven 
seas. 
More than 196 different species of man - 
male and birds feed on the nuts. 
Some 300 
species grow in the Americas of which about 
60 attain tree size. 
Oaks have been growing in the Potomac region 
for about 100,000,000 years. 
When the trees 
moved north after the last ice age, they retained 
some of their evergreen habits. 
Often leaves 
cling through the winter and fall when new buds 
push them off. 
White oaks are the monarchs of the forest. 
A 100-foot oak with its spreading crown dom­ 
inates the trees about it. 
Virgil also wrote,

DEFENDER BILL MAY FACE 
ROUGH ROUND IN HOUSE 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. — 'Hie 
public defender bill which passed 
the Senate may be in jeopardy 
when and if it reaches the floor 
of the House, according to House 
Judiciary Committee chairman, 
Rep. Kenneth J. Rothman (D-St. 
Louis County). 
The bill, sponsored by the Mis­ 
souri Bar Assn. in response to 
recent U. S. Supreme Court de­ 
cisions guaranteeing the right 
to counsel for criminal de­ 
fendants, would establish a sys­ 
tem of about 16 public defenders 
for circuit court district with 
more than 65,000 population. 
The defenders would be paid an 
annual salary of $13,000, but 
would not be allowed to practice 
law in addition. 
Some criticism has been leveled 
at the bill by outstate attornies 
who object to the provision that 
allows a circuit court to appoint 
a public 
defender in circuits 
inder 65,000, 
and only com­ 
pensate them for their “out of 
pocket” expenses. 
Paul Williams, legal advisor to 
Gov.

COLUMBIA - “Scholastic Jour­ 
nalism,*' a widely used high 
school text of which Dean Earl 
F. English of the University of 
Missouri school of journalism is 
coauther, has just been published 
in a fourth, extensively revised 
edition, Hie publisher is the Iowa 
State University Press. 
Coauthor with Dean English is 
Clarence Hach, supervisor 
of 
English and chairman of pub­ 
lications at Evanston Township 
High School, Evanston, HL 
The first edition of “Scholastic 
Journalism" was 
published in 
1950 and went through four print­ 
ings. The second edition 
was 
carried through five and the third 
edition through seven printings. 
The text presently is used in 
every state as a basic or supple­ 
mentary text for high school 
journalism courses and as a 
text for methods and supervision 
courses in colleges and 
uni­ 
versities. It is published in 
Braille also, and it has been 
translated into Bengali. 
The authors report in the pre­ 
face that each edition has been 
evolved as a result of a survey 
of many teachers who have used 
the text. The survey was made 
to get opinions on what material 
would be most useful in teach­ 
ing. The fourth edition includes 
new material on the mass media 
“to help train pupils to read 
newspapers and magazines with 
discrimination and to listen to 
the electronics media and view 
the motion picture with percep­ 
tion," the authors explain. A 
new chapter has been added to 
aid schools which broadcast news 
and to show other schools some 
of the differences between pub­ 
lishing and broadcasting news. 
The 316 page textbook comprises 
30 chapters, in two parts. Part 
1 has 21 chapters covering the 
broad area of “Gathering, Writ­ 
ing, Editing and Displaying the 
News." The nine chapters of Part 
2 deal with “Examining the Mass 
Media" from the standpoint of 
functions, standards and evalua­ 
tion. 
Numerous drawings, diagrams 
and examples are provided to 
clarify 
and 
emphasize 
the 
instructional text. Each chapter 
is accompanied by a classroom 
tested project and exercises de­ 
signed 
to 
aid students and 
teachers. 
The authors approach their text 
subject from the view that “there 
is no difference between good 
writing and good journalism," 
and that a “strong journalism 
course taught by an able teacher 
is as good an English course as 
any in the curriculum.” A well- 
trained, proficient 
journalist, 
they point out, will be flexible, 
write interestingly, and will be 
able to adapt particular styles of 
writing to any medium and any 
audienoe. 
“Scholastic journalism" grew 
out of a revision of an earlier 
high school text, “Exercises in 
Journalism," of which 
Dean 
English was the sole author. 
“Exercises" was first published 
in 1939 while Dean English was a 
high school teacher and it carried 
through nine printings. Dean Eng­ 
lish said he invited Hach to join 
in the authorship of “Scholastic
